“NOON DISPATCHES. 


Mr, Greeley’s Movemcnts--eSpecch. 
Crxcrnnati, September 21. 

At various points on the route be- 
tween Columbus and Cincinnati the 
train stopped and bricf speeches were 
by My. Greeley. A great crowd 
met him at Xenia, where he spoke as 
folloavs : 

“T think lam somewhat known to 
most of you, and you can testify wheth 
cr, in struggles past, whether in a life- 
long compromise with pro slavery as- 
cendancy, my voice was not raised on 
the side of emancipation and liberty. | 
[Applause.| Those days have passed 
and new days have come. I rejoice that 
I was with most of you in making this 
aland of impartialfreedom, If we had 
heard that all men were to be free ex- 
cept four or five hundred,we should have 
felt that our triumph was complete, so 
I stand this day demanding tliat there 
shall be no prescribed class, no disfran- 
chised people, black or white, in this 
country. {Applause. 

But that the genius of universal lib- 
erty snall enfold and widen its mantle 
over the whole American people ; that is 
my platform, and of it,that our victory as 
unionists, as lovers of impartial liberty

Mr. PResipeNnrt AND GENTLEMEN OF

continual interruption from some _ pub- 
lic authority insuch a dictatorial form. 
Some men are swamped when he ap- 
pears, other men arerelieved.

Ithink we ought to be 
able, that you gentlemen ought to be 
able, to devise the ways and means not 
only of getting us out of one particular 
corner, but preventing corners in the 
future, rendering them impossible, 
or at all events disastrous 
to their continuers. Now, I am sup- 
posed to be a man of isms or, what is 
the word, aman of hobbies on this sub- 
ject. Some men imagine that lama 
fnrious demander of the immediate re- 
sumption of specie payments.

ion was years ago, and I have seen no 
reason to change it, that when we had 
over one hnndred and twenty-five mill-

We claim that these men were not 
convicted by a lawful jury, but that the 
jury was picked for the occasion, and 
packed for conviction. 

Perhaps, in the opinion of Attorney 
General Williams, this matters not. 
For, is it not proper for the Adminis- 
tration to pack a jury, in order to carry 
a State for the Radical party ? 

We do not propose, however, to deal 
with the propricty of the _ polit- 
ical feature of thistransaction.

Republicans ! 

An affidavit was filed on behalf ofa 
prisoner that the Marshal had picked 
his jurors with regard solely to the 
qualification of their being Republicans, 
and strenuous adherents of that party 
whose members the detendants were 
charged with attacking in an unlawtul 
manner. 

Certainly the defendants were convic- 
ted. 

On a review of these facts, we 
think that the jury was improperly 
formed, and the conviction illegal. Mr. 
Attorney General Williams to the con- 
trary, notwithstanding. 

To sustain this opinion, we have only 
to quote from the U. §. vs. Douglass, 2 B}. 
Cir. Ct. Reports: “Section 29 of the Ju- 
diciary Act of 1789 required the jurors to 
be designated by lot or otherwise,accord- 
ing to the mode of forming juries in the 
States respectively. The Act of 1840 
more distinctly indicates the intention 
of Congress to bring the whole system 
substantially within the regulations of 
the State laws. In declaring, first, that 
the jurors shall have the like qualifica. 
tions as State jurors; and secondly, by 
adding, ‘and for this purpose the courts 
of the United States shall have power 
to make all necessary rules and regula- 
tions for conforming the designation 
and empanneling of juries, in substance, 
to the laws and usages now in force in 
the States.” ’ 

So, in U.S. es. Woodruff, 4th McLean, 
the Court says: “ By the Act of Illinois, 
tor the selection of jurors, it is made the 
duty of the County Commissioners to 
select the jurors, Now this court can- 
not call upon any officers of the State 
to perform this duty, but we are bound

State practice.” The practice of the 
court had been to issue “venire facias, 
commanding the Marshal to summon 
jurors.” And the court decided a jury 
thus formed did not conform to the Act 
of Congress, and adopted a rule that 
the jurors should be drawn by lot under 
direction of the clerk, and their names 
inserted in the venire. 

So also in the report of the case of 
the U.S. es. Coit, (1814, 1 Car. L Rep. 
p. 346,) which is exactly the case of the 
Ku Klux convicted at Raleigh, we find 
this statement: “It has been the prac- 
tice of the Marshal of this District, 
(New York,) to select the jury both as 
to the individuais who were to serve on 
it, and the partof the District from 
which they were to come, at his own 
pleasure. In other words, it was com- 
pletely in the power of the Marshal to 
return at any time just such a jury as 
would answer the purposes of Govern- 
mentor of any officers of the Govern- 
ment having an interest in the case to 
be tried. 

This power in the hands of a Marshal 
disposed to use it for improper pur- 
poses is so manifestly dangerous to pub- 
lic liberty and private security that 
Congress legislated on the subject.” 

The array was accordingly quashed 
and the jury discharged, 

The U.S. es. The Insurgents, 2 Dal- 
las, 335, is to the same effect. 

Yet, in the face of these and other 
decisions of like tenor, the Attorney 
Gencral is well satisfied with the usage 
of the Cireuit Court for North Carolina, 
where the Jury 1s summoned under an 
order, as follows: 

“You are hereby commanded to sum- 
mon—good and lawful men, citizens of 
your District, to attend and serve as 
jurors at the next term of the Circuit 
Court, &c.” 

Under this order, the Marshal 1s left 
entirely to his discretion and conven- 
icnce whom to select and where to pick 
his partizan friend—the only limitation 
being that they shall be good and law- 
ful men. 

And yet in North Carolina, the jurors 
for the State have always been drawn 
by lot. Such have ever been the law and 
the practice in the State Courts, and 
the usage in the Federal Courts held 
for North Carolina until the war. 

We hold that it was and is incumbent 
on the Judges of the United States Court, 
to require (hat the Federal jurors should 
be drawn by lot in accordance with the 
provisions of the State law, and in 
accordance with the requirements of 
the acts of Congress, construed by the 
uavarying practice of the Federal Courts 
to 1860. it has only been since the 
war that the Federal Courts have 
permitted the Marshal to select his 


|
